“Cider” “Hard cider” includes sweetened, 15 

flavored, and carbonated hard cider. 16

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(c)(1)  No Not more than four educational sampling limited event permits 1 

shall be issued annually to the same person., and  2 

(2) An educational sampling event each permit shall be valid for no not 3 

more than four consecutive days. 4 

(d)  The permit holder shall ensure all the following: 5 

(1) Attendees at the educational sampling event shall be required to pay 6 

an entry fee of not less than $5.00. 7 

(2)(A) Malt beverages, vinous beverages, or ready-to-drink spirits 8 

beverages for sampling shall be offered in glasses that contain not more than 9 

two ounces of either beverage. 10 

(B) Fortified wines and spirits for sampling shall be offered in glasses 11 

that contain no more than one-quarter ounce of either beverage.

(2) may transport alcoholic beverages to the event site, and those 3 

beverages may be served at the event by the permit holder or the holder’s 4 

employees, volunteers, or representatives of a manufacturer, packager, or 5 

importer participating in the event, provided they meet the server age and 6 

training requirements under section 259 of this chapter; and 7 

(3) shall mark all cases and bottles of alcoholic beverages to be served at 8 

the event “For sampling only. Not for resale.” 9 

(f) Taxes for the alcoholic beverages served at the event shall be paid as 10

(A) $0.265 per gallon of malt beverages served that contain not more 13
